Hou se p assage of the $526 ,000,000

congressional session.

As a resu lt, a com m ittee m u st 
adju st the differences in

Hou se. A wrangle was in p ros­ 
p ect, bu t sp onsors ex p ressed cer­ 
tainty an agreem ent wou ld be 
reached. 
The hou sing p rogram was the 
final m easu re on the Roosev elt 
p rogram which Democratic lead­ 
ers decided cou ld be salv aged. 
Mu ch of the adm inistration leg­ 
islation—crop

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THE TINDER BOX OF ASIA 
Everyone firmly believed that the next World 
War wou ld be set on fire in the Spanish arena, 
forgetting in their fervent espou sal of cau ses 
that perhaps the martial pyromaniac might se­ 
lect another site for his conflagration. The scene 
now progresses to the East by q u ick and deviou s 
means. And do not ignore the possibility of in­ 
ternational conflict with the militaristic ges­ 
tu res of the Japanese which they blandly term 
protective measu res. There is no reason to min­ 
imize the seriou sness of this situ ation. Withou t 
having actu ally declared a war, there is a war in 
the East. The forces of China are pitted against 
the short, sq u at troops of Japan. China is in­ 
finitely better off in its military program than it 
was in 1932. It has more troops and better eq u ip­ 
ment, bu t more than that, it is possessed of a 
fighting streak that will do the Japanese no good. 
The fact that Japan has become a continental 
empire, stretching Nippon to the edge of the So­ 
viet nation in Siberia is the danger line, and 
from this line we may expect the worst. China 
has the sympathy of Ru ssia, who looks u pon the 
Dragon cou ntry as a potential ally. Ru ssia has 
a pact with France. France is bou nd with Eng­ 
land. And Germany is allied to Japan. Figu re 
sou t you r resu lts. Now we mu st consider the fu ­ 
tu re plans of the United States. It still possesses 
the Philippine Islands. It has, of cou rse, more 
than a passing interest in the Hawaiian Islands. 
It owns Gu am, a stopping-off place of the East­ 
ern air lines. It is, in short, definitely tied u p 
with any developments that may occu r in the 
East. 
How are we to keep ou rselves neu tral and ab­ 
stain from any warfare? And what are we to do 
With ou r 1,000 United States Marines and ou r 
3,000 nationals in Shanghai, where the tinder 
box is the hottest? More Americans have been 
killed, and ou r nationals may meet a sad fate. 
Will this influ ence Secretary Hu ll’s foreign poli­ 
cy? Will he feel constrained to proclaim an emer­ 
gency? Will he send off a sharp note to Tokio? 
Let u s reason this thing ou t in the broad terms 
of international relations. We have a great in­ 
terest in the trade of the East. Some of ou r best 
firms have invested large su ms of money in 
China, and ou r relations with that cou ntry have 
been, on the whole, fairly respectable. Bu t in­ 


vestments shou ld not stand as a barrier to ou r 
foreign policy. We simply cannot afford to give 
any aid to a program that will set the whole 
world on fire. If we give encou ragement we are 
lost; if we aid any power we are doomed to an­ 
other participation in a mighty stru ggle. 
There mu st be an elevation of the neu trality 
laws in ou r cou ntry. The spark may be set off 
at any moment. One false move by either Japan 
or Ru ssia on the Siberian border will do the 
work. And we cannot afford u nder any circu m­ 
stances to have anything to do with those mad­ 
men v/ho wou ld precipitate another Armageddon 
to satisfy a moot point in national honor. 


LO! THE POOR AMERICAN 
Du ring the tou rist season, when thou sands and 
thou sands of Americans spend their good dollars 
for the privilege of getting talked abou t by the 
variou s foreign cou ntries, it seems almost in­ 
credible that we are the kind of people they wou ld 
have u s believe. The head Nazis believe that we 
sit with ou r feet on the table and spit chewing 
gu m on the walls; the Ru ssian has the feeling 
that we are a nation of capitalists, wealthy bu t 
ignorant of the finer proletarian things of life; 
the Frenchman takes ou r lavish tips with re­ 
lu ctant fingers and criticizes u s for ou r extreme 
generosity; the Englishman looks u pon u s with 
trou bled eyes when we ask for ice water and 
bacon and eggs and wonders from whence we 
sprang. 
Please to remember, however, that these 
thou ghts are not the thou ghts of the lowly work­ 
ing fellow who has never had mu ch chance to 
get abou t; they are the u tterances of the men 
and women in the higher stations of life who 
ou ght to know better bu t who do not hesitate 
to ju mp to conclu sions wherever the name of the 
United States can be lowered. So it was not with 
any air of su rprise that we learn of the dis­ 
illu sionment of Dr. Jeanne Gebeau x-Thonet, a 
Belgian u niversity librarian. He was pleasantly 
su rprised to see that all Americans were not 
wealthy persons who do nothing bu t drink and 
smoke and get divorced. He then advanced the 
theory that the cinema gave him a bad steer. 
Some excu se! 
Well, we can take it u ntil the next war, when 
we will cease to be crazy. From that moment on 
we will be the salt of the earth.

What’s wrong with the law, as 
we see it, is the u ncertainty of 
its application. Minimu m 
pay 
may be as high as 70 cents an 
hou r and maximu m hou rs as low 
as 35 per week within the discre­ 
tion of a five man labor statistics' 
board within the region. 
If Congress wou ld say, for ex­ 
ample, that 40 cents an hou r is 
the minimu m pay and 
forty 
hou rs a week the maximu m work 
peiiod to preserve an American 
standard of living, bu siness and 
indu stry cou ld probably make 


adju stments. Bu t what this labor 
statistics board, ipay dq when 
su bjected to the pressu re of var­ 
iou s organizations and grou ps is 
something 
decidedly different. 
Until the policies of this board 
are determined, there will be a 
period of u ncertainty, which will 
tend to cramp normal bu siness 
expansion and bring no benefits 
either to bu siness or labor. 
We personally feel disposed to 
condemn the practice of grant­ 
ing large discretionary powers to 
boards and commissions which 
are not directly responsible to 
the people and are never forced 
to give an accou nt of their stew­ 
ardship to the voters. Congress 
itself, it wou ld seem, shou ld be
